The number ofwomen in the region being 
screened for breast cancer is on the rise, and 
the local health system is doing what it can 
to ensure the trend will continue. 

Since 2011, the number of patients in Nia¬ 
gara Health System’s target group — ages 50 
to 74—receiving breast screenings has risen 
by about 15%. 

A total of22,039 patients were screened 
over the 2013-14 fiscal year compared to 
20,307 in 2012-13 and 19,293 in 2011-12. 

The NHS has three full-service Ontario 
Breast Screening Program centres and 
assessment clinicsin Welland, St Catharines 
and Niagara Falls. OBSP satellite clinics are 
also available in Port Colborne and Fort 

Despite promotion of the important 
screening program and other efforts to bring 
eligible women through hospital doors, 
there remains about 13,600 females in Nia¬ 
gara who should be getting screened but 
aren’t, hospital officials say. 

Breast cancer is the most common can¬ 
cer among Canadian women, with one in 


has been decreasing, she said. 

That, she said, is due in part to better treat¬ 
ments now available, but also owing to grow¬ 
ing public awareness of the importance of 

early on. 

Giesbrecht called routine mammograms 
key to the health of women between the 
ages of 50 and 74 in detecting cancer early, 
increasing the number of treatment options 
and improving the chance for survival. 

While Niagara has “come a long way” in 
encouraging regular screening, Giesbre¬ 
cht said, there is “still a lot ofwork to do” to 
ensure more women take advantage of the 
service. 

“Are we satisfied with 60 to 70% of our 
women being screened?Whynot90%?” she 
said. 

“We’d like to be at 100% of eligible 
patients.” 

Some of the factors that might be prevent¬ 
ing women from getting screened include 
cultural, language and socioeconomic bar¬ 
riers, Giesbrecht said. The NHS, she added, 
is working to reach women in these groups 


BREAST CANCER FACTS (CANCER CARE ONTARIO) 


In 2014, it’s estimated 9,500 Ontario 
women will be diagnosed with breast cancer 
and 1,950 will die from the disease. 

Breast cancer survival rates are among 
the highest for all cancers in Ontario. 

Breast cancer occurs primarily in women 
ages 50-74 (57% of cases). 

Most women diagnosed with breast 


cancer have no family history of the disease. 

Women ages 30 to 69 who have been 
conf irmed to be at high risk for breast 
cancer should be screened annually with 
mammography and breast MRI. 

Women ages 50-74 are encouraged to be 
screened for breast cancer every two years 
with mammography.

A “high risk protocol” is also in 
place that allows women as young as 
30 to undergo screening with a doc¬ 
tor's referral, Giesbrecht said. 

The patients must first undergo a 
risk assessment, which looks at their 


family medical history and tests 
for genetic mutations that could 
increase their risk of being diag¬ 
nosed with the disease. 

Women ages 50 to 74 can make 
an appointment at an OBSP site 
without a doctor's referral. For more

Niagara could get passenger trains

Niagara might get north-south com¬ 
muter rail service in the not-too-distant 
future under a plan proposed by Trillium 
Railway. 

Trillium Railway president Karen 
Ettinger recently unveiled a proposal to 
Niagara Region politicos asking them 
to explore a private-public partnership 
that would create passenger train service 
between St Catharines and Port Colbome. 

The service would make use of Trillium 
tracks that run along the west side of the 
Welland Canal. 


rold and St. Catharines. To accommodate 
the Niagara Rail Transit Spine, Trillium 
would adjust its height schedule. 

“It's great news,” said Port Colbome 
Mayor Vance Badawey, chair of Niagara 
Region's transportation strategy steering 


“It’s really going to galvanize the region 
with respect to getting an integrated transit 
system for the entire region.” 

Regional councillors recently gave staff 
the go-ahead to move beyond the pilot 
project phase of an inter-municipal transit 
system and to consult further with Niaga¬ 
ra’s 12 municipalities to make it happen.

It is widely believed an integrated transit 
system serving all 12 municipalities is key to 
getting daily GO train service to Niagara. 

Creating the north-south spine would 
serve as an extension of GO train service, 
Badawey said. 

"It doesn’t just bring GO into the north part 
of the region, it brings it into all the region, 
right down the spine, from St. Catharines 
to Thorold into Welland and into Port Col- 
borne,” Badawey said. 

Badawey said an integrated transit system 
that includes the Trillium Railway proposal 
“raises the bar” in promoting Niagara as a 
“world-class destination” with Niagara Falls 
as a focal point 

He said it's important to have the infra¬ 
structure in place to move people seamlessly 
through the Niagara “brand” that includes the 
falls, wineries, agri-tourism, history, beaches 


The report says while other Ontario corn-

The Trillium report says its rail line 
would require approximately $1.6 
million in upgrades to accommodate 
passenger service, work that could 
be completed in sue months.

The biggest up-front cost, the 
report notes, would be the purchase 
of single locomotive passenger cars 
called Diesel Multiple Units, pegged 
at $4 million each. 

Trillium spokesman John Arm¬ 
strong said two to four DMUs will be 
required, depending on ridership.

The Hope Centre is poised to move 
most of its downtown Welland serv- 

expands operations to offer transi¬ 
tional housing and related services for 
individuals and families. 

The agency that opened in 1974 as 
Welland Community Resource and 
Action Centre has bought the Welland 
Professional Arts Building at 570 King 
St., near the Welland hospital. 

Hope Centre managers insist the 
agency will always have a presence 
downtown, and for now there are no 
plans to move food security services. 

Executive director Mark Carl said 
the price of the private real estate deal 
is not being disclosed, but did say 
the Toronto-based medical buildings 
ownership group was "very gener¬ 
ous” in coming to terms of sale for the 
16,000-square-foot, two-storey build¬ 
ing. 

The ultimate goal, Carl said, is to 
develop 20 top-floor transitional hous¬ 
ing units and rent out office space to 
like-minded service agencies. 

"Basically, anyone who helps peo¬ 
ple who are struggling with poverty- 

The King St. building will ideally 
function as a one-stop hub of serv¬ 
ices — more than just the ones now 
offered at 178-181 East Main St. 

“It’s a good solution for helping 
fight homelessness." 

Transitional housing is an inter¬ 
mediary housing option between 
emergency shelter now offered at 
Hope House on Division St. and sta¬ 
ble housing. It provides residents with 
a supportive environment to live in 
while they re-establish themselves in 
the community. 

According to the Hope Centre, wait 
list times for affordable housing in 
Niagara range from 1.5 to 11 years. 
Family wait times in Niagara average 
about four years, almost double that 
of the provincial wait time of 2.4 years, 
while non-senior individuals and cou¬ 
ples will wait up to seven years for 
housing in Niagara, in comparison to 
provincial wait times of 3.4 years. 

“This is an exciting opportunity for the 
Hope Centre to expand our services to 
help meet the needs of the community 
that are not currently being met with the 
struggles of poverty,” Hope Centre board 
president Greg Woods said. 

“The demand for affordable and tran¬ 
sitional housing is a growing neces¬ 
sity and with our current operations the 
Hope Centre has limited space to offer 
this assistance and address this need.”

Schlange filled many of those posi¬ 
tions with people he had worked with in 
Fort Erie. 

“They all went through competitions to 
get those jobs, but in the end, their lead¬ 
ership styles are very suitable for where 
Niagara needs to go now. And that’s why 
they were selected,” Schlange said. 

“It’s about getting the right leaders... that 
are team players on the new culture here 
that’s there to support the municipalities 
and be team players. And that’s the kind 
of leaders we're bringing in. And we're still 
assessing current leaders and making sure 
we’re all rowing in the same direction."

ZOSTAVAX: PREVENT ; SHIN GLES; 


Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox (varicella-zoster 
virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains dormant in nerve cells in 
your body. It can become reactivated after many years resulting in shingles. It is not 
known exactly why the virus becomes reactivated, however it is thought that having 
a weakened immune system along with physical trauma, UV light or stress may play 
a role. The risk of developing shingles increases with age and people over 50 years 
old are at the greatest risk. The symptoms include a painful, blistering rash that often 
breaks out in one part of the body, usually the chest or upper back are involved. 
Sometimes the pain resulting from shingles can last for weeks, months, or rarely years, 
after the rash heals. This lasting pain has been described as burning, aching, throbbing 
or stabbing and can result from something as little as a breeze or the touch of clothing 
on the skin. Older people are again at greater risk. Shingles may also result in skin 
infections at the site of the rash or scarring following healing of the rash. 

Fortunately, a vaccine is now available to boost your immune system and help 
to prevent shingles and its complications. It is called Zostavax and is available to 
adults over 50 years old. The vaccine cannot be used if you are already experiencing 
symptoms of shingles; it is only used for prevention. This vaccine was found to reduce 
the risk of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) within the 
first year after receiving the vaccine. 

Zostavax is safe for most people, however it should not be used by anyone who: 

• IS ALLERGIC TO ZOSTER VACCINE OR TO ANY OF THE INGREDIENTS OF THE 
MEDICATION (INCLUDING GELATIN) 

• IS PREGNANT 

• HAS A WEAKENED IMMUNE SYSTEM (E.G., DUE TO CANCER, HIV/AIDS, 
PROBLEMS WITH BONE MARROW, OR OTHER IMMUNE SYSTEM PROBLEMS) 

• HAS ACTIVE UNTREATED TUBERCULOSIS 

• HAS HAD A SERIOUS ALLERGIC REACTION (HIVES, FACE SWELLING, DIFFICULTY 
BREATHING) TO NEOMYCIN 

• TAKES HIGH DOSES OF STEROIDS (E.G., PREDNISONE, METHYLPREDNISOLONE)

Invasive bug found at Niagara border crossing 


An invasive insect, the first 
of its kind known to exist in 
the Western Hemisphere, was 
found in a transport truck at a 


Niagara border crossing. 

U.S. Customs and Border 
Patrol officers discovered the 
bug on Monday, Oct. 6, after 
inspectors at the Queenston- 
Lewiston Bridge searched 
a truck that was hauling an 


ocean container full of pump 
valves that originated in 

The moth, known as Phae- 
casiophora fernaldana Wals- 
ingham, is a potential threat 
to the agriculture industry 


because it is known to feed 
on apples, apple buds, leaves 
and shoots, according to offi¬ 
cials with Customs and Bor¬ 
der Patrol. 

An entomologist with the 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 


ture confirmed two days later 
the moth was the invasive 
insect.

that could cause harm to 
the United States agricul¬ 
ture industry,” said Randy 
Howe, CBP director of field 
operations.
